Patrons of the Castle hotel were 
startled by a pistol shot from the lava- 
tory off the bar-room of that hotel 
shortly before noon today.

Coroner Forin 
ordered the body removed to the un- 
dertaking establishment of Connelly & 
McKinley. 

Beside the body of the man was a 38 
calibre Smith and Wesson revolver 
with which he had shot himself. So 
far us is known no other person was 
in the room at the time. 

In the pockets of the suicide was 
found a letter addressed to Mrs. Jen-

TWO EARTHQUAKE 
SHOCKS ATPANAIMA 


Buildings Shaken to Their 
Foundations and Church 
Bells Set to Ringing, 


Panama, Oct. 2.—Two earthquake 
shocks of more intensity than any dis- 
turbance since the Americans toolt 
possession of the canal zone occurred 
late last night. They were felt from 
Panama city to Colon. 

The first shock, as experienced in the 
capital, was slight) and¢was quickly 
followed by one of longer duration, 
which shook the buildings to their 
foundations, The church bells were 
set to ringing, doors were thrown wide 
open, and the residents were brought 
tumbling out of their beds. The first 
movement lasted about five seconds. 
It occurred about 11:20 o'clock, The 
second was of 10. seconds’ duration. 
The people at midnight were gathered 
in the streets. The Jamaicans, who 
went through the disaster at Kingston, 
and the Italians, who have had similar 
experiences in thelr home countries, 
were particularly alarmed. 

According, to the selsmographs there 
were two lighter shocks, but these 
were partly unnoticed by the people, 
The general movement appeared to be 
from west to east, Those who are 
familiar with earthquakes said that 
the movement was more of an up- 
heayal than a vibration from side to 
side, >. = : 

There has been no severe damage to 
buildings and no damage to the canal

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THE CONSERVATIVE PARTY’S 
LACK OF FAITH 

In all the long-drawn-out discussion of the Waterways question before the legislature 
there is one feature which must have impressed itse!f upon the public mind very forcibly by 
thistime, and that is the seeming lack of faith in their own province expressed in various 
wiys by the members of the conservative opposition. 

When submitted to practical analysis, the conservative proposal that nothing be done 
until the province is in a position to build the railway as a provincial enterprize amounts, 
virtually, to setting aside the plan for the opening of the north. Were there no difficulties of 
a legal or a financial nature which must necessarily be handled by gyivate parties such as 
they with whom the envernment is dealing, there would still be the circumstance that pro- 
vincial ownership of railways could not be made to work out to the benefit of the province 
so long as the transcontinentels, in the hands of private companies, stood in the position 
where they could sap the lite out of the branch lines by the old-time long and short haul 
system of rate-juggling. ? 

The position taken up by the conservatives in the legislature, therefore, amounts, vir- 
tually, to a subterfuge through which to prevent the development of the north. 

No matter how they may attempt to dis guise their attitude by alleged allegiance to the 
philosophy of government ownership, the effect of what they are attempting to do could 
not be otherwise than to delay, probably for more than a decade, the construction of a rail- 
way into a country which awaits only the benefits of transportation to become one of the 
greatest wealth-producers in the whole of the Canadian west. . 

In this attitude the conservative party in the house is on all fours with the attitude 
openly assumed by Richard Bonfire Bennett, their voluble leader, three years ago, when_he 
declared that there was not sufficient freight to be had in the country to be tapped by the 
Waterways to furnish traflic for more than two train-loads a year. 

Bennett’s thundering declamations of that date have by no means been forgotten by 
Edmontonians. Arising in his place in the house with a compilation of alleged statistics, 
he undertook to show that all the asphalt used in the dominion of Canada would not be 
sufficient to keep the road busy for more than two days a year, and he admitted no other 
resources in the north country worthy of consideration. 

The mineral resources of the north, the timber, the fish, the salt, the petroleum and 
the agricultural wealth Bennett dismissed with a wave of the hand as of no account. The 
country was no good and did not justify the province endorsing a loan of seven millions 
four hundred thousand dollars to be expended in the construction of a railway designed as 
the prime factor in the development of Alberta’s hinterland. 

This is oy the same attitude assumed py the conservative, party in the dominion 
house when the Grand Trunk Pacific was before parliament. ‘ 

While western Liberals will freely admit that the federal party might have been better 
guided to have undertaken the construction of both the G. T. P. and the C. N. R. as national 
enterprizes, it has been characteristic of the liberals in the federal parliament that they never 
lacked faith in the country which these railways were intended to serve. Had the conserva- 
tive opposition had the same faith, national ownership of the new transcontinentals would 
have been an easy matter; but with the opposition forever expressing pessimism as to the 
value of the country to be developed it is doubtful if any government could have survived 
the strain that it would have been necessary to place upon the confidence of the public in 
order to get them to endorse the expenditure of the four or five hundred million dollars 
necessary to the construction of these roads. And had the liberals taken seriously the pessi- 
miism expressed at Ottawa the roads would not have been built at all, and the Saskatchewan 
vuley would not today be producing nearly a hundred million bushels of wheat. 

The present situation down the hill is in no essential different. The government is 
proposing a plan of development which calls for the expenditure in Edmonton of $7,400,000 
for the construction of a railway which will add a new empire to the province of Alberta, 
which will guarantee the establishment of a new commercial capital at Fort McMurray, 250 
miles to the north of this city, and which will make of Edmonton the best, most prosperous 
and most active city in the whole of the west. The conservatives are opposing this by the 
circumlocutory method of attempting to thrust upon the country a plan which they them- 
Selves know, while they champion it, to. be impracticable. ;

able, entry following their names. (If 
they fail to ‘repent of their evil ways 
within the penitential 10 days follow- 
ing New. Year, they fall under the'sen- 
tence recorded in the’ Psalms, “Let 
them be blotted out of the book of the 
living and not be written with the 
righteous.” The good and plous Jew, 
too, reviews his life during the last 
year, considers his sins of omission 
and commission, and makes — solemn 
resolutions to do better. 

Many customs that were in vogue 
when the Jews were a nation in Pales- 
tine will be reproduced today in many 
cities. The Tashlik service, in which 
bread is cast upon the waters as a 
tribute to the Creator on the anniver- 
sary of creation, {s one of these. 

‘ The holy penitential season of the 
Jews will continue for three weeks. 
The fast of Guadaliah will be observed 
next Sunday, The most solemn day in 
the Jewish calendar, Yom-Kippoor, or 
the Fast of Expiaion, falls this year on 
the eleventh of October. The Feast 
of Tabernacles, or Succoth, the ancient 
harvest festival, will be celebrated on 
the 16th. Then comes Hoshonnah 
Rabbah on the 22nd, Sh'mini Atseres 


on the 28rd, and Simchas-Torah on 
the 24th.

Lord Northcliffe declared that news- 
papers do one half of the police work 
of the world and get no credit for it.

ANOTHER EXPEDITION TO 
ICY SOUTHERN CLIMES 


J. Foster Stackhouse Will Try 
Reach King: Edward the Seventh 
Land, 


London, Oct. 2,—Preparations are 
far advanced for a new and important 
British antarctic éxpedition under the 
command of J, Moster Stackhouse, a 
nephew of the famous physician, the 
late Sir Jonathan Hutchinson, 

Mr. Stackhouse was intimately ac- 
quainted with’Capt. Scott, and his ob- 
Jective will be King Edward the 
Seventh Land and the unknown area 
to the east of it. 

King Edward Land was discovered 
by Capt. Scott in 1902, but he did not 
land there, and no Briton has” ever 
trodden its soll. 

For the voyage.a special boat, the 
Polaris, has been built in Norway ac- 
cording to designs approved by Nan- 
sen. Capt, Scott also saw the plays 
and timde suggestions regarding them. 
According to present arrangements, 
the expedition will start from the 
Thames about’ August 15 and enter 
the ice ut latitude 70 degrees south 
and longitude 100 degrees west. Tt 
will winter in the pack ice and stay, if 
necessary, a second or third winter, 

The return journey will be made by 
way of the Panama canal. Stack- 
house himself has never been tthe 
autarctic, but he has had a good deal 
of arctic experience,

The word “truth" which has been ac- 
cépted as the slogan for the Associated 
Ad. Clubs of America should be the 
Watchword for all advertisers and 
writers, as no greater harm has been 
done the cause.in the past than “fake.” 
alvertisements which have led the 
public astray. } 

'Thevvalue of ansad-‘elub to a com- 
munity can hardly be estimated, ac- 
cording to Mr. Wildman. Jt enables 
all the representative business men of 
the town to, get together as often as 
they. desire. and talk over. possibilities
